Every ex¬ 
soldier of the Union army voting that falsely deno¬ 
minated Democratic ticket casts his ballot in favor 
of taking the right of suffrage from the men who 
fought shoulder to shoulder with him on a hundred 
blood v fields to preserve the national life ; and that, 
too, to gratify the imperious demands of the leaders 
in the'recent bloody rebellion. For, stripped of all 
covering, that, fellow-citizens, is the real issue in¬ 
volved in the coming contest—the true character of 
the measure of reconstruction proposed by the sham 
Democratic party of the nation. The loyal black 
men of the non-reconstructed States, against whom 
the Northern political demagogues and Southern 
traitors are laboring to excite your prejudices, are 
voters; as much voters to-day as you and I are, in 
Jaw and in fact, and by natural right. The ques¬ 
tion is not one of enfranchising the African, but of 
disfranchising him ; notone of conferring the right 
of suffrage, hut of taking it away.

Is it 
that noble band of self-sacrificing reformers always 
foremost in every work tending to advance the in¬ 
terests of freedom and progressive civilization ? Not 
at all. Is it the grand army of the Republic who 
maintained the nation’s honor on bloody fields dur¬ 
ing the terrible contest with rebellion ? Not 
at all. Is it the loyal white men of the recently in¬ 
surgent States ? Not at all Is it the poor white 
men and mechanics of those States who have for 
years past been placed under the iron heel of aris¬ 
tocratic and caste rule, and grown up in ignorance, 
poverty and want ? Not at all. Is it the few white 
men of the South who, side by side with the men 
of New York, risked their lives for th epreservation 
of the national life ? Not at all. None of these 
demand that act of national wickedness at your 
hand. They this day stand up earnestly protesting 
against such an act of ingratitude and State crime.

A few thoughts aside from the path indicated by our 
heading. It is to be regretted that when there was so 
favorable a conjunction of circumstances as occurred at 
the formation of the Constitution, the occasion was not 
seized upon by the people to give a name to the nation 
significant or appellative, either in respect to the dis¬ 
coverer of their country, or in respect to the chieftain 
of their armies and principal of their councils. They 
knew that the name of the adventurous navigator of 
the Great Sea and discoverer of this continent ought to 
havo had place on the entire surface of the Western 
world, from the cliffs and headlands that line the restless 
waves of the Atlantic to the shores that stretch along 
the gentler waters of the Pacific Ocean. But it did not | 
commend itself to them as the proper name of the na¬ 
tion. The national name is now not only a misnomer, 
but devoid historically and heroically of a single idea 
that carries with it great things and gTeat events. It 
significant only of a firm or co-partnership of districts 
of country, called States! These States themselves 
have mostly meaning names—names significant of | 
thing in history, geography, or biography. 

But what the forgetful people of these republics failed 
to do in the Constitution was done in the Columbiad, 
by a mindful citizen of the world-wide Bepublie of j 
lietters. All honor to the patriot poet! Poetry, 
just and iiberal in its contributions to the shrines of j 
greatness than patriotism, has decreed that this nation 
shall he called Columbia. Poetry has applied a proper 
patronymic—pity that it or another ot equal aptness 
may not be applied by patriotism. 

The people knew also of one living in their midst 
whose modesty was too great, perhaps, to admit, of a 
constitutional expression of their desires in giving his 
name to the nation. Its paternity certainly is conceded 
by all history, and constant acknowledgment The 
world has conferred the immortal honor and dignity of 
Pater Patriaj, on Washington, durum el- venerabil 
nomen. Why, then, should not the people of this 
tion transfer that name to their nationality, and hence¬ 
forth be called among the nations of the earth after j 
its great father ? 

Where is the bold and persevering man of this age 
of great events and great achievements, who will un¬ 
dertake to convince the.people of the justice and pro¬ 
priety of a change in the national name ; and that 
hereafter it should be known by that of him to whom 
the nation is more indebted than to any other man for 
its independence and place among the governments of 
the world—or that of him who discovered the Western 
Continent? It is easy of accomplishment, if the peo¬ 
ple will avail themselves of the opportunity. It is easy 
to fancy with what enthusiasm they would hasten to 
cast their votes for such change of name. If the 
strange and stirring events of to-day shall eventuate i 
a remodeling or amending, of the Constitution and 
strengthening of their government, we pray that the 
future national name may be identical with that of 
of the heroes we have mentioned. 

Would not the adoption of such national name 
better, would it not be speedier, and would it not 
carry with it more honor to the memory of the exalted 
patriot or great discoverer, than the erection of statues 
of brass, or monuments of stone ? Before that pile in 
the Capitol city which bears one of these illustrious 
names can be completed, such imperishable monument 
as that now proposed may be built without the cost of 
one dollar in addition to the current expense of legisla¬ 
tion, and with out the sound of a single implement of 
labor? 

Antiquity furnishes an illustrious instance of a nation 
bearing a name derived from its founder. Through 
the centuries that have been notched on the calendar 
of time, Borne, ancient and modern—Borne, 
archical, republican, imperial and papal—Borne, 
its permutations of form of government and policy of 
administration—Borne, in all its transmutations of sys¬ 
tems of religion—has stood a majestic monument to the 
name of a nursling, the real or fabled Eomulus, fos¬ 
tered by a beast of the forest on the banks of the Tiber, 
in after days in his manhood, to lay there npon its 
Seven Hills the foundations of the Eternal City—the 
seat of Boman Empire.

The majority of the Committee on Impeach¬ 
ment have done their work manfully. Their re¬ 
port is one of the ablest documents ever laid before 
Congress ; strong in its own straightforward, un¬ 
answerable logic and array of superabundant 
facts, as well as in crumbling argument, 
marked contrast with the ad c-’p'andum law 
and sohool-boy declamation with which Mr.

We may 
detect, at last, in Ohio’s delegate, the secret of the 
Republican defeat in that State. The Senate’ 
course, as usual, may be checked and weakened by 
tbe chronic infirmity of Maine. The Nation itself 
may be confused by a babble of finance so far as 
to forget its duty. All this will be sad and 
inal. But hitherto our attitude has been ridicu¬ 
lous. From this, in all future time, tbe Com¬ 
mittee’s courage has saved us. Henceforth we 
may be censured, but we cannot be laughed at. 
Honest men have got an utterance—the record is 
made up. Some individuals among us, history may 
brand with infamy as to this matter. But the fact 
that statesmen have pnt on record this claim, and 
that the nation endorses it, will save ns from con¬ 
tempt,. If unsuccessful, we may be pitied, but not 
despised. Had the Nation’s flag gone down amid 
the hypocrisy and cowardice of 1861, the world 
would have hooted at us along the ages. Had 
gone down in 1863 and 1865, we- should have had 
the sympathy and respect of all true men. 
with this subject. All thanks, then, to the states¬ 
manship and courage of this Committee. The! 
tone of their report befits the self-respect of the 
Nation. Now begins our duty to hold up their 
hauds and rally all the best elements of National 
life to their support.

What he did for the poor negroes of Boston, in the 
long years when it was the test of every man in America 
how he treated a person of that race, I once hi 
portunity of judging. In the year 1852, when I was 
preparing to leave my home in Virginia to go to e 
University of Cambridge, a negro woman belonging to 
my father requested me to try and find out, if possible, 
something about her husband, who bad fled from a 
neighboring estate and taken refuge, as she believed, in 
Boston. A stranger in Boston, I tried to find the man 
without success, for the negroes were naturally suspi¬ 
cious of any stranger inquiring after a fugitive, and put 
me as often as they could in the wrong path. 

At length I applied to Theodore Parker for aid. 
at once went with me through all the negro quarters 
and hiding places, and I then learned how deep and far 
the pulses of his heart had gone. His face was familiar 
holes and cellars which ordinary respectability could 
not bave been induced to enter. Wherever he came 
there was a reverential hush, as if an angel had entered, 
and eyes grew moist for the joy of seeing him. Some 
of them seized his hand, and held it in silence on their 
breasts, or bathed it with tears. He said, “ Here is a 
Virginian seeking a fugitive, but do not fear him. 
They did not dream of fear, but told me what they 
knew of the man, and would, I am persuaded, if I had 
held handcuffs in my hand. As he left those humble 
rooms where he had been eyes to the blind and feet to 
the lame, the blessings of those who had been ready to 
perish came upon him in the fervent “ God bless you, 
sir,” which came in broken utterance from each lowly 
heart.

He must have the right of t , 
presentation if taxed, and must be the equal of othem 
before tbe law. And the ballot was indispensable to 
Mm as a power of self-protection. 

But Mr Langston’s power and eloquence were mnch 
more forcibly displayed on Thursday evening whej 
without the constraint of following a written lecture, h, 
spoke in Rev. Mr. Grimes’s church, explaining ^ 
work at tbe South, and the condition, disposition, 
vantages, disadvantages, necessities and prospect* nf 
the people there, both black and white ; and giving 
counsel to their friends at the North as to the most 
efficient method of national and social reconstruction. 

He spoke of the discretion and good judgment shown 
by the blacks universally throughout the South, in 
recognizing the fact that they, the whole of them, had 
only just emerged from slavery. Formerly, he sai^ 
the love of caste cherished by their masters had 
naturally crept into their own ranks, the free looking 
down upon the slaves, and the lighter complexions np¬ 
on the darker, with a feeling of superiority. Now, h* 
says, that feeb'ng has passed away ; they understand 
that, as long as slavery lasted, none of them had any 
true freedom; and they understand that their true 
interest lies in standing firmly together, helping each 
other as true brothers, and demanding equal rights for 
alL Mr. Langston closed this part of Ms remarks by 
impressing with great power upon Ms audience the 
fact that (heir interest and their duty lay in the same 
direotion. They too, every one of them, had hut just 
emerged from slavery. While that abominable institu. 
tion lasted, there had been no true freedom in the 
country for either wMte or black; but at last every 
colored man, in every part of the land, necessarily 
suffered under its oppressions and privations. He 
wished to see bis Northern friends, as well as his 
Southern, recognizing the fact that a new career was 
opening before them, and showing tbe disposition to 
make this blessing available to all, even tbe weakest 
and poorest of their race. 

Another most favorable and fortunate circumstance 
for tbe colored people of the South, Mr. Langston 
said, was that they recognized their own ignorance; 
they understood that they wero now to begin to learn; 
and they all, young and old, showed an earnest desire 
for instruction, and a willingness to makenny sacrifices 
and overcome any difficulties to attain it. They were 
eminently a docile, teachable people, ready to follow 
good counsels, to. give np injurious indulgences, to 
enter upon needful reforms in their way of living, and 
heartily to second any efforts made by friends in their 
behalf. In giving instances of the success of his ap¬ 
peals to those people to relinquish the use of ardent 
spirit and tobacco, wMcli has universally prevailed 
there, he necessarily showed the method in which h« 
approached them, and the skill with which he demand¬ 
ed and obtained sacrifices often painful, without 
giving offence. He is a most effective temperance 
lecturer, showing in a convincing manner that tbe 
poor man who drinks whiskey pays for every draught 
not only money which he can ill afford, but “ a little 
bit of Ms life, and a large slice of Ms character.” 
Another piece of eminent good fortune for the South, 
■n blacks, be said, was tbe fact that so many of them 
•ere skilful artisans, and that those handicrafts upon 
which the uses and comforts of civilization depend 
so largely in their hands. He had been acoos- 
tomed to urge them, and be now begged Ms Northern 
friends, to provide good trades for their children, and 
stimulate each to seek some self-supporting mode of 
industry. Success in snch undertakings would be at 
once the best proof of their powers, and the readiest 
passport to increased consideration and respect on the 
part of their wMte neighbors. 

The Mgh principle, intelligence and sagacity of Mi- 
Langston were well displayed in a powerful appeal 
which he made in favor of the poor whites of the South. 
He would not consent to view them as hopelessly de¬ 
graded, and beyond the reach of improvement. B» 
showed feelingly that they, as well as the blacks, had 
been kept down by slavery, and urged that assiduous 
efforts be used to gather their children, and as m"! 
of the adults as could be persuaded to come, into those 
schools which the new system has provided.

AMERICAN ARTIST-LIFE. 


Mit. Tuokerman, than whom no writer could 
bring to the consideration of his subject more dili¬ 
gence or a more hearty love of art, has prepared 
a compendium of American painting and sculpture 
which supplies a want in our literature. His 
“Bcok of the Artists,”* published by Messrs. 
George P. Putnam & Son, in a handsome octavo 
volume is a full and interesting record of toe pro¬ 
gress of Art in toe United States— a recital,- often 
from personal knowledge, of events which have 
colored the lives and fixed the careers of many men 
whose pencils have become famous, and a concise 
epitome of toe work of our earlier and later 
epochs. He shows ns, in a brief introduction, 
which is in itself a complete and valuable treatise 
upon American Art, how the colony now known as 
Rhode Island led the way, through Symbert’s por¬ 
traits, executed under the patronage of Berkely ; 
how Copley and West, and Jarvis and Vanderlyn, 
gradually became known to fame ; and how with 
the name of Washington Allston painting reached 
its acme of excellence among us. He then traces 
toe more rapid progress of art during toe past few 
years, dwells with emphasis upon toe advance of 
public taste, toe social attraction of private collec¬ 
tions of pictures and toe reunions at toe artists’ 
receptions, toe art-shops which are “a delectable 
feature of Broadway,” toe Schools of Design, the 
building erected expressly for studios, and other 
indications that our art fife has come to a healthy 
growth. Nor is the author so strict a devotee as to 
be blind to palpable defects. He urges, with much 
justice, toe necessity of establishing in New York 
a permanent free gallery of art, and takes occasion 
to remind American artists toat one of their chief 
faults, as a class, is toe inequality of their produc¬ 
tions. This latter point is dwelt upon with mueh 
force. 

It is evident that toe author has bestowed un¬ 
wearying labor upon toe text of toe history. 
First come toe early portrait painters ; then, sepa¬ 
rate sketches of twenty-seven artists, from Copley 
to Bierstadt; next, genre and historical painters"; 
finally, toe landscape painters and toe sculptors. 
Included among the-sculptors are Harriet Hosmer, 
Emma Stebbins, Margaret Foley, Edmonia Lewis, 
Mrs. Freeman and Annie Whitney. 

It may surprise some readers to hear from Mr. 
Tuokerman toat Robert Fulton was a miniature 
painter in this city in 1785, and that during his 
weaiy period of waiting for recognition as a me¬ 
chanician and as toe inventor of steam navigation, 
his leisure was appropriated abroad and at home 
to toe practice aud promotion of art. Dunlap, 
best known as an annalist, was also known as an 
artist, executed a series of pictures ou subjects sug¬ 
gested by West, painted numerous portraits, and 
took an active part in establishing the New York 
Academy of Fine Arts.
